Department Kept on the Jump 


Over Half the Night Fight- 
ing Flames in Busi- 
ness District. 


LOSS IS OVER 6200, 000.

Firemen gave a continuous performance 

from 7 o'clock last night until 1 o’clock this 
morning, fighting downtown fires, entertain- 
ing vast crowds of Sunday night spectators.

This performance was not without its ele- 
ment of danger, for an explosion in a burn- 
ing building in Wabash avenue blew out the 
front wall and Chief Musham and two score 
of firemen narrowly escaped being buried 
under the tons of brick. .

Big Fire from Small Start. 
Starting with a puff of smoke no bigger 
than a man’s hand, and which issued from 
the rear of the six story building in Wabash 
avenue, fire was soon roaring through e 
structure. 


The fire was discovered at 7 o'clock 8 a

Flames Spread Rapidly. 
The blaze started in the basement under 


ly up the elevator shaft to the fourth and 
fifth floors. Finding it useless to fight the 
tire in the basement, the firemen entered the 
restaurant on the first floor, the flames hav- 
ing now burst through the fourth floor win- 
dows. A dozen leads of hose were laid, but 
the pressure of water was not sufficient. 

Climbing to the roof of the Windsor-Clifton 
hotel, the next building south, firemen fought 
the flames from the roof, while those below 
were dragging hose up the fire escape to the 
fifth floor. 

Crowd Cheers Firemen. 

Thousands in the streets cheered them on 
as the firemen, under direction of Marshal 
Campion, led by Nozzleman Charles Dolan, 
entered a fifth floor window, with the flames 
all about him. Soon the firemen were in 
the midst of the furnace, but were ordered 
back, the flames spreading to the roof of the 
five story building to the north, occupied 
by A. G. Spalding & Co., manufacturers of 
sporting goods. 

This fire was seon extinguished, and the 
firemen confined their efforts to preventing 
the flames in the Clarkebullding from spread- 
ing, laying hose over the tracks of the ele- 
vated railroad and blocking traffic for some 
time. The last elevated car passing had to 
run almost through a sheet of flame. 


Explosion Blows Out a Wall, 

When the fire was at its hottest there came 
an explosion that blew out the front wall of 
the building and nearly brought death to 
two score firemen. The great crowd of spec- 
tators gave a shout of terror, but by good 
luck no one was badly hurt. 

Tons of brick fell, and six firemen were 
struck down, but they regained their feet 
and continued to fight the flames. 

Chief Musham stood at the side of one of 
the piers: of the elevated railway and barely 
escaped injury. Marshal Campion was just 
leaving the Spalding building when a falling 
pipe smashed the heavy plate glass window 
of the sporting goods store. 

I never had a closer call, n Marshal 
Campion after the crash. 


Excitement in a Hotel. 

When the flames burst from the front 
windows of the burning building guests on 
the upper floors of the adjoining hotel be- 
came greatly alarmed. Many hurried to the 
lower floor, throwing on their wraps as they 
went, Others, more cool headed, hastily 
packed their trunks and prepared to move 
at a moment's notice. 

_ The éxplosion and fall of the wall caused 
more alarm, for it was thought then that 
the hotel could not be saved. Frightened 
women ran screaming through the halls, and

‘GROVER RON? DUCK SWIM? 


LATTER NEEDS ONLY A POND AND 
CLEVELAND GENTLE URGING, 


Sage of Princeton Does Not Shy at 
Prospect of Candidacy for President 
in 1904—Submits to Interview and 
Smilingly Admits That His Friends 
Are Doing a Good Deal of Talking— 
Declines to Say He Is Permanently 
Retired—Likes His Home, but 


Prineeton, N. J., May 3.—[Special.}— 
Former President Grover Cleveland, so far 
as his candidacy for the presidency in 1904 
is concerned, is in the hands of his friends. 

He returned home fatigued by the jour- 
ney from St. Louis, but highly pleased 
with the demonstrative welcome accorded 
his in the west. After a good dinner 
he submitted to an interview in the reception 
room of the comfortable, old fashioned house 
in which he is living. 

In the course of the conversation which 
followed Mr. Cleveland was given half a 
dozen opportunities to declare his attitude 
toward the presidential nomination in 1904, 
but skillfully parried all questions bearing 
directly upon his own political future. 


Ref re ins from Direct Denials. 

If he regards himself as permanently out 
of the fleld of available presidential can- 
didates, he studiously refrained from say- 
ing so, or even from hinting that he prefers 
the classic retirement of his Princeton home 
8 a reéntrance into the activities of public 

If one is to judge by the expansive smile 
with which Mr. Cleveland greeted the frank 
reference to the words of former Senator 
Smith of New Jersey and Norman E. Mack 
of Buffalo as fairly placing him in the field 
as the hope of the democracy, then it is a 
fair inference that Mr. Cleveland regards 
himself, to use the time worn phrase of 
politics, as in the hands of his friends. 


St. Louis Cheers Not Unpleasant. 

Mr. Cleveland spoke with sincere warmth 
of the magnitude of the St. Louis exposition 
that is to be, and of the hearty spontaniety 
of the reoeptiq; accorded him there last 
Thursday. 

“Everywhere,” he said, “I met with a 
cordial reception, which, of course, could 
not but be gratifying to a man who long 
Bas been out of public life.“ 

I remarked to Mr. Cleveland that here in 
the east the democrats and republicans alike 
had seen in the tremendous demonstration 
accorded him in St. Louls—a hotbed, as it 
is, of the exploded doctrines of Bryanism— 
a political significance greater in its mean- 
ing than a mere tribute to his personality 
or to a formcr presijent of the United 
States. 

“You must have observed,“ I said, that 
such a reception in Missouri now ts being in- 
terpreted as making you a formidable factor 
in the next presidential campaign.“ 


Gently Denies Inferences. 
The sage of Princeton acted as if the 
suggestion was not at all displeasing to him, 
but he was on guard in a moment. 

„O, I attach little of such significance to 
that, he sald. It is natural for Ameri- 
cans to show their respect and approval in 
these demonstrative ways when they meet 
one who has held high official posts of honor 
through their preferment. Of course, it is 


such a spontaneous welcome.” 

I next asked the former president if he 
had seen the papers ch he was hailed 
as a party leader and as the sun of the new 
democracy for 1904. 

“ Yes,” said Mr. Cleveland with another 
of his gracious smiles, which seemed in- 
dicative of anything but displeasure, “ yes, 
I read that while on the train today, but 
surely you cannot expect me to discuss the 
flattering things that warm friends are par- 
tial enough to say about me.“ 

It will occur to many readers,” I replied, 
“that when such prominent democrats as 
former Senator Smith and Norman E. Mack 
come out and openly advocate your renomi- 
nation next year as the one sensible thing 
for the party to do, it will occur to many 
that that fairly places you in the field for 
the nomination, and the public naturally 
will be interested to know what you say 
about it.“ 


Cannot Possibly Talk Politics. 


Mr. Cleveland laughed good naturedly, but 
raised his hand now in depreciation as he 
said, O, no; I cannot consent to discuss 
politics, nor can I now say anything about 
the future of the democracy or the outlook 
for 1904. I saw Mr. Mack while out west. 
He is a personal friend and naturally enter- 
tains friendly sentiments.” 

** Mr. Cleveland,“ theinterviewer ventured, 
“it is generally understood that you are 
happy in the quiet home life of your retire- 
ment here in Princeton, and by some it is 
doubted whether you would care to surrender 
these joys of private life for a return to the 
whirl of politics, even should the call come 
to you to do so.” 

Is Happy at Home—but—— 

Again Mr. Cleveland waved his hand 
deprecatingly, and then he replied: It 
is true that [am happy here.“ He did not add, 
however, that a new summons to duty would 
find him unwilling to heed the call. It 
would have been easy for him to have said 
that he is out of public life forever, but he 
neither said it nor hinted it. It was an inter- 
view significant rather from what Mr. Cleve- 
land refrained from saying than for what 
he actually said. 

I tried to induce him to speak of Bryan’s 
efforts to continue to direct the party poli- 
cies, but he again warned me that I was 
trenching upon topics which he did not think 
it would be wise or timely to discuss now, 


President Compares Presidents. 
Washington, D. C., May 3.—[Special.j— 
Sccretary Shaw brings back from Iowa, 
whither he went to greet President Roose- 
velt, a story of an interesting colloquy. The 
chief magistrate and the head of the treas- 
vry department were talking, and the con- 
versation turned to the characteristics of 
Mr. Roosevelt's two immediate predecessors 
in office. The firmness of President Cleve- 
land, which sometimes amounted to stub- 
bornness, in furthering his convictions of 
right and justice, whatever the immediate 
consequence, was emphasized. In contrast 
to this was cited the yielding disposition of 
President McKinley, never unmindful of the 
ular will, and consulting extensively with 

prominent men before he decided to act. 


Two Pregnant “Ifs.’’ 

“Well, if McKinley bad been president 
during Cleveland's last term, said the presi- 
dent to Secretary Shaw, “ I suppose we cer- 
tainly would have gone upon a free silver 
If Cleveland had been president 
during McKinley's first term he likely would 
have caused us national dishonor.” 

Mr. Roosevelt had been alluding to the 


second tenn, which the latter stoutiy re- 
sisted, and to the popular pressure upon Mr. 
McKimiey for war with Spain, to which the 
late lamented president yielded reluctantly. 
Providence certainly has been kind to us, 
Mr. President,” suggested the secretary of 
the treasury.

LABOR COUNCIL 
CHECKS STRIKES 


Federation Orders That Ex- 
ecutive Board Be Consult- 
ed Before Employes 

Are Called Out. 


MEDIATION TO BE FIRST. 


Censures Unions for Hasty Action 
at McCormick Plant—Will 
Try for Peace at 


Deering's. 


Advocates of industrial peace won a vie- 
tory in the Chicago Federation of Labor yes- 
terday afternoon that will be a check on 
mushroom strikes and it is believed will 
prevent a repetition of the labor controver- 
sles that have marked the last two months. 

Two weeks ago the federation refused to 
adopt a peace compact preventing all unions 
less than a year old from starting a strike, 
but yesterday it decided to make its execu- 
tive board a mediator in all disputes, and 
ordered all affiliated locals to submit their 
troubles to this board for adjustment. 

This course will insure peace negotiations 
before a strike is called, and will bring to 
an end such walkouts as those at the Deer- 
ing Harvester plant and in the various laun- 
dries of the city. It also probably will head 
off trouble at the McCormick Harvester 
works, at the numerous restaurants, and 
at the freighthouses. 


Harvester Dispute Referred. 

The scheme had no sooner been adopted 
than the harvester dispute came up. Presi- 
dent Schardt refused to allow it to be dis- 
cussed at length, but gave it to the executive 
board with instructions to try to open nego- 
tiations with the Deering company at once. 

It was the intention of some of the laundry 
workers’ friends to bring that dispute before 
the federation, but that body was not in a 
mood to consider the case of a union which 
had refused arbitration. The feeling was so 
clearly shown that the laundry workers did 
not mention their case, and will have to fight 
their battle alone. 

The new scheme came up as a direct result 
of an investigation of the situation at the 
McCormick plant. A plea from the company 
induced the executive board to make an in- 
quiry, and ſts members found that a strike 
there would be unjust. Several other inves- 
tigations in different industries reveal 
similar condition. 


Plan Adopted Without Protest. 
Fearing that a resolution prohibiting 
strikes would meet the fate of the one in- 
troduced two weeks ago, the board framed 
its plan so it would not offend the most 
radical delegate. It came up in the board's 
report, sandwiched in between accounts of 


minor labor troubles, and was adopted with - 


out a word of protest. It read as follows: 

“We, your executive board, recommend 
that the federation take some action to 
prevent the hasty calling of strikes. We 
suggest that when there are any grievances 
existing that the executive board should be 
notified, before any strike is called, and 
see if the matter cannot be settled without 
forcing the employers and employés to suffer 
monetary loss. We believe that a peaceable 
adjustment of all the recent disputes could 
have been made if this policy had been in 
force.“ 

This action makes the executive board an 
effective agency for industrial peace. The 
federation includes all but half a dozen of 
the trade unions of the city, and numbers on 
its roll over 252 organizations. Accord- 
ing to their own action these bodies are 
required to accept the arbitration policy 
of the federation. 

The resolution makes the federation a 
fighting body when all negotiations between 
employers and employés have failed. It 
does not prevent a union from settling its 
own troubles, but gives it the privilege of 
asking the federation to intercede, If the 
federation fails, it becomes a party to the 
dispute and will aid the union in the resulting 
conflict. 

Censures McCormick Strikers. 

The executive board has investigated only 
that end of the harvester strike which deals 
with the McCormick company. Its report, 
made by Barney Cohen, was as follows: 

„On April 13 our president received a com- 
munication from the McCormick company 
to look into a rumored strike at that plant. 
The executive board decided to send a com- 
mittee to the factories to investigate. On 
the way we met several men and women 
out on strike. We asked their grievances. 
They said the McCormick company had re- 
fused to allow them to organize. 

„We saw the superintendent of the twine 
department and told him of their complaint. 
‘Why did they not come to me?’ he asked. 
I have heard nothing of their grievances.’ 
‘Will you give them the right to organize?’ 
we asked. ‘I certainly will,’ he replied. ‘I 
do not refuse my employés that privilege.’ 

“We then went to Supt. Flather, and he 
declared he never had discriminated for or 
against union men. We see no reason to 
doubt his word. This seems to be like many 
other difficulties that can be settled without 
calling out thousands of men. 


Should Confer Before Striking. 

„% We believe the men out there should 
have come to the federation and said: 
‘These are our grievances, and we want 
thein settled.’ But when men go out first 
and then say, ‘these are our grievances,’ 
we think they do wrong. It is not business, 
it is not unionism, and it is dangerous. 

„ We believe this strike can be settled. A 
committee from the Deering plant has been 
to see us, and asked us to go to the firm on 
Monday. I think we can settle it; at least 
we want to try.” | 

Several of the strikers then began to re- 
cite their troubles. O'Donnell of the metal- 
workers scoffed at the remarks of the Mc- 
Cormick superintendents and said they had 
discriminated. He asserted that men were 
blacklisted regularly. 

His speech roused James Linehan of the 
carpenters, who stopped debate by begging 
the men not to say anything that would 
anger the firms and prevent peace. 


Report on Gas Trouble. 


Organizer J. J. Fitzpatrick sent In his re-- 
port, and devoted most of it to the recent 


trouble between the People’s Gaslight and

“ We did not intend that this matter should 
be arbitrated,”’ said Mr. Fitzpatrick, “‘ as we 
were in a position to compel a complete sur- 
render on the part of the company, but cir- 
cumstances arose over which we had no con- 
trol, and on account of the source from which 
they came we had to let the matter go to ar- 
bitra tion.“

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TURKS RIPE FOR MURDER, 


GENERAL MASSACRE OF CHRIS- 
TIANS TALKED OF AT USKUB. 


Reported That Outrages of the Same 
Nature as Those in Salonica Are 
Planned on Larger Scale in Con- 
stantinople, Adrianople, and Else- 
where—Bulgaria Blamed for Trou- 
‘ble—Ultimatum Expected—Russia 
and Austria Ready to Intervene.

LONDON. May 4, 3 a. m.—It is reported at 
Uskub, European Turkey, that the Turks 
are holding meetings in the mosques and dis- 
cussing a general massacre of the Christian 
population in the event of dynamite out- 
rages, which according to prisoners arrested 
in Salonica ‘have been planned to occur at 
Constantinople, Uskub. and Adrianople. 

Albanians have plundered several Servian 
villages near Prisren, Turkey. The Turkish 
troops made no attempt to hinder them. 

Turks Suffer Heavy Losses. 

A dispatch to the Morning Leader from 
Sofia describes a battle between Turks and 
insurgents at Logodasch. The Turks were 
defeated with a loss of six officers and 200 
men killed. 


Urge Marching on Sofia..

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 3.—The hostil- 


ity of the war party has been intensified by 


the recent events in Salonica and elsewhere 
and members of this party are again urging 
that the Turk march on Sofia. 

A state of siege has been proclaimed in 
Salonica. It is still impossible to fix the loss 
of life, but the troops shot all perpetrators of 
outrages who were caught red handed. 


Mixed Feeling in Sofia.

SOFIA, May 8.—All thoughtful men here 
condemn the dynamite outrages at Salonica, 
not only asacrime but as a political blunder, 
and recognize that a serious blow has been 
dealt to the Bulgarian cause in Macedonia. 
On the other hand, the sympathizers with 
the Macedonian movement and those ex- 
pecting to derive advantage from it rage 
furtously at what they describe as the brutal 
massacre of Bulgarians at Salonica and talk 
of war as inevitable. 


Turkish Ultimatum for Bulgaria,

Greeks, and Roumanians which, in the course 
of several years, have disgraced the move- 
ment; the cruelties toward Mohammedan 
inhabitants of Macedonian villages, and at- 
tempts to wreck railways with dynamite 
have shown to what extremes the fanatics 
sent out by the committees are capable of 
proceeding. But, even in the face of all 
these proofs of unscrupulousness, the dis- 
aster at Salonica comes as an intolerable 
surprise.“

Situation Considered Grave. 

On all sides the gravity of the situation is 
acknowledged, even in circles not apt to 
give way to sudden impulse. Unmeasured 
censure is passed not only on Bulgarians but 
also upon the Turkish authorities, who, in

Offi- 
cially the mission of these vessels is to afford 
protection to the Austrian-Hungarian colony 
and if necessary to serve as a refuge. Care 
fs also taken to proclaim the fact that the 
presence of the Austrian men of war should 
not be misinterpreted as a naval demonstra- 
tion against Turkey and that by this mari- 
time display the attention of the porte should 
be turned from the work of restoring order 


in its own house. 
Two Italian warships have arrived at Sa- 


lonica, and the porte, fearing that foreign 
troops will be landed, has requested Austria 
to withdraw her squadron.

A few minutes after he left the pulpit 
the explosion, which blew in a side door as! 
the church and shattered nearly twenty) 
windows. The explosion was heard a mile’ 
Away. 

Had the church been crowded as it 
ten minutes before, panic and serious loss 
life would have been the result. 


Four Suspects Run Away. 

Four men were seen standing near the: 
church at the time of the explosion, They’ 
fled at the report and are believed by thar 
police to be the gamblers’ agents, who st e 
the blast. 

An investigation made immediately after 
the explosive was set off showed that the 
blast—evidently a heavy one—wus placed 
against a side door of the church opening 
into an alley to the south of the edifice: 

The lower half of the door had been blown. 
inward, striking a wall seven feet away with 
sufficient force to shatter the plaster all.

The parents of the 
lower classes are trying harder to train their 
children to do right than are those of the 
ciasses that consider themselves modele of 
domestic culture. 

Obedience at Age of 3 Months. 

„ Children should begin to be taught obe- 
dience at the age of 3 months. Mothers 
who say that their children can't be taught 
to obey are slandering their own offspring. 
If obedience and self-control are taught 
rightly at home it will not make such a dit- 
ference as mothers imagine what company 
their children associate with.”

When the officials from the Mormon state 
attempted to dedicate a site for their state 
building they discovered that they had fallen 
into a maze. The pilgrims, with Gov. Wells 
and Senator Smoot at their head, wended 
their way over the clay hills of the thousand 


‘acre exposition grounds looking for a spot 


which seemed intended for their state. 


Lost in a Wilderness. 

Long and wearily did they climb about 
the hills and mud holes—a long line 
— and ununiformed pilgrims, 

and women—but nothing intended for 
Utah could be found. At last Gov. Wells, 
as the leader of his people, stopped the pro- 
cession and addressed a few remarks to the 
assemblage. 

We seem, to be lost in the wilderness,” 
he said. It is but fair to say that Director 
of Works Taylor promised to meet us and 
show us where our Site is to be. He has 
not kept his promise.“ 

„They have not kept any promises they 
have made, shouted a weary and wrathful 
woman from the assemblage of pilgrims.

PAIL "0 FLINGH AT GRAVE 


BOY SUSPECTS IN MURDER CASE 
‘BAFFLE POLICE. 


Three Playmates of Paul Passkowski 


Taken to Spot Where Body Was 
Found, but They Continue to Main- 


tain Innocence and Show No Evi-- 


dence of Fear—Day of Trying 
Ordeals for the Youthful Prisoners 
Second Grave Is Found. 


88 3 the open grave in which 
the body of 6 year old Paul Paszkowski was 
found, and confronted by footprints in the 
soft earth which matched their own. the 
three boy playmates of the murdered child 
yesterday gave an exhibition of nerve that 
amazed the police and curious residents of 
Cragin who had assembled to see the youth- 
ful prigoners put to the most trying test the 
police could devise. 

With one accord and in voices that did not 
waver, the three boys protested their in- 
nocence and maintained that never before 
had they been at.the spot where the mur- 
dered child was buried. 

The boys were not defiant; neither did they 
reveal the least evidence of fear. Their whole 
attitude was one of innocence and after the 
police had twice put them through the nerve 
racking’ ordeal of being accused beside the 
grave of the murdered child Capt. Kandzia 
was forced to admit the ern was e 
ing baffling. 

Boys’ Attitude Pussling. 

“If the boys were guilty,” he said, “ it is 
hard to believe they could have maintained 
composure ander such circumstances as they 
faced by the graveside. And yet, through it 
all, they were unshaken. 
On the other hand, if the Boys are inno- 
cent, it would seem that our accusations 


would have shaken them and filled them 


with fear. 

„I still believe that one of the boys shot 
young Paszkowski, perhaps by accident, and 
that he was aided by older hands in burying 
the body. It is my theory that he informed 
some relative of the shooting and that the 
relative, through a mistaken fear, decided to 
dispose of the body by burying it where it 
was found by the aid of dogs Saturday after- 


Day of Trying Ordeals. 

The scene at the graveside was not the 
only ordeal to which the boys—Steve Draz- 
ka, 14 years old; Julius Wiltrax, 11 years 
old; and Willie Black, 10 years old—were 
subjected. After long sessions in the sweat 
box, which were barren ot results, they 
were loaded into an open express wagon and 
a start was made for the place where the 
body was found. 

This was early in the afternoon, and as 
the wagon passed through the streets of 
Cragin some of the seasons greeted the 
boys with jeers. 

* Confess; you did it, ” would come: from 
one side. 

What did you kill him for? Dodge or 
they'll hang vou,“ was heard on another. 

Some of the townsfolk sympathized with 
the prisoners, and there was an occasional 
ery of:

ALDRICH BILL—Republican members of the 
Senate finance committee will meet this summer 


to revive and expand the Aldrich bill #o az to 
provide elastic currency. 


„Washington. D. C., May 8.—[Special.}— | 


There is to be a strong effort made this year 
not only to revive but actually to expand 
the Aldrich bill, which failed to get through 
the senate last March. Republican mem- 
bers of the senate finance committee are to 
hold several sessions during the recess, and. 
an effort will be made to have a new finan- 


clal measure: ready to be submitted at the 


special session early in November. 

The Aldrich bill, it will be remembered, 
proposed to permit the use of state, mu- 
nicipal, and railroad bonds as security for 
government deposits in national banks. 

These deposits now amount to $150,000,000 
in round numbers and are secured by gov- 
ernment bonds exclusively, except in a few 
cases, where Secretary. Shaw temporarily 
sanctioned the use of other securities. The 
object ot the Aldrich bill on the face was 
to release $150,000,000 worth of government 
bonds, with the belief they would naturally 
be used as a basis or national bank notes, 
thus largely adding to the circulating me- 
dium. The Aldrich bill, if passed; would not 
have added materially to the government de- 
posits in banks, because these are practically 
controlled by the cash balance in the treas- 
ury. If the Aldrich bill had passed, how- 
ever, all these government bonds now in 
trust would have been idle and could have 
been used either on the street or as a 
basis for circulation. | 13 

When the Aldrich bill was first introduced 
an effort was made to tack to it a provision 
for: asset banking. This the senate leaders 
refused to listen to, as they knew the scheme 
could pass neither house of congress 
On the contrary, the Aldrich bill provided 
for a distinct tax for government deposits. 
It was this tax which beat the bill. as the 
bankers ot Chicago, New York, and other 
cities declared it would not be profitable to 
secure government deposits on any such 
basis. 

It was 
bill was only intended to pave the way for 
more extensive innovations. In other words, 
it was proposed to extend the use of interest 
paying state, county, municipal, and railroad 
bonds, not only to secure federal deposits 
but to secure circulation as well. This was a 
much more important feature for the banks, 
because deposits are merely call loans, while 
circulation can be kept afloat as long as there 
is security behind it. 

When the members of the finance commit- 
tee meet this summer they will be urged to 
take the bull by the horns and authorize 
the use of interest paying bonds, other than 
governments, for circulation as well as for 
deposits. Anether suggestion which will be 
considered is to secure elasticity by retain- 
ing the present tax of one-fourth of 1 per 
cent on circulation secured by government 
bonds; but to make the tax 1 or even 2 per 
cent on the notes based on local securities. 


This, of course, would tend to increase the 


circulating medium when money is in great 
demand, and to decrease the volume of notes 
when money is easy and the high tax makes 
them unprofitable. 

Some of the heaviest financial institutions 
of New York have become interested in re- 
modeling the Aldrich bill, and have predicted 
that when the final draft is completed there 
will be found in effect radical reforms of 
the whole currency system.

A firm feeling 
exists in maple flooring, and the call for 
hemlock is such as to cause a premium of 500 
over list prices to be offered by many cus- 
tomers who wish quick returns on orders. 

In northern pine a fairly good business was 
done, and, although the season is, late in 
starting, a heavy trade is looked fer... Stocks 
of cedar posts are decidedly Sho 
hold strong. In the hardwoods little im- 
provement in the situation is expected in the 
way of dry lumber in the immediate future, 
the same conditions prevailing in all lumber 
markets. The demand for poplar continues 
unabated and no increase in eupply is to be 
noted. 

The demand for anthracite coal was the 
most active and pressing ever experienced 
here at this season of the year, and this 
condition prevails at all western coal dis- 
tributing centers. Many large and impor- 
tant orders remain unfilled, and the pro- 
dvicing. companies will make no definite 
promises as to deliveries in the immediate 
future. . 

The receipts are running fully 100 per cent 
above normal, but it is probable that double 
the amount arriving could be easily disposed 
of. This unusual activity it is thought will 
continue during all of May, if, indeed, the 
press of orders subsides within that time. 

In western bituminous the interest seems 
to center chiefly in the matter of yearly sup- 
plies. Contracts for large amounts were 
closed during the last week, and in All cases 
known the prices named have been at from 
300 to 40c over the contract prices of a year 
ago. But little eastern soft coal is arriving 
at this market. Eastern demands, both for 
present use and providing stores for future 
requirements, are such as to exhaust the 
supply of the mines at higher prices than 


local dealers or consumers care to pay. 


Prices of coke were about 25c per ton 
lower than for the preceding week, and the 
article seems to be slowly sagging. Quota- 
tions for full standard Connellsville were on 
the basis of $7.50 to N. 78 at Chicago, with

Wheat Higher on Frosts. 

The last days of April furnished a sharp 
reminder to grain epeculators who have been 
blithely selling the deferred futures of 
wheat on the magnificent.outilook for the 
growing crop that the April condition is not 
necessarily the harvest condition and that 
various and sundry sorts of mishaps are pos- 
sible before the grain is thrashed and ready 
for market. ¢ 

A belated blizzard swept over the country 
and freeding temperatures ae far south as 


ing plant. Reports so far received have been 
conflicting and clainis of‘serious injury have 
aiternated with insistent denials. coming 
from. the same sections,.that, any damage 
had been done. . 

It may take a few days of warm weather 
to disclose amy damage, or the appearance 
of damage, and even then favorable condi- 
tions following may repair much, if not all, 
the harm, for wheat is not only not a hot- 
house plant but a hardy outdoor plant. 
There is practical agreement on the propo- 
sition that the plant would not be ruined by 
freezing except where it is Jointed, and then 
perhaps only by a severe frost. 

There is a wide divergence of testimony 
as to how far north the plant hes reached 
this stage of growth. There are reports the 
plant has jointed and that it has suffered 
serious injury in southern Indiana and In- 
oe and claims it is not from parts of Okla- 

oma. 

The views of a speculator in the country, 
as well asin the city, are apt to be colored by 
his position in the market, and it is 
worthy that the claims that the plant is in 
a backward position and only a small por- 
tion of it jointed come from places and peo- 
ple who had had the most to say heretofore 
about the favorable condition of the plant 
and the certainty ofan early harvest. What- 
ever damage has or has rot beem done by the 
freeze, it is probable the growth of the plant 
has been retarded enough to set harvest 
back a week. 

There was enough uneasiness in local and 
outside speculative circles to cause advances 
of about 14%c in the July ane September de- 
liveries after the first reports of frost. The 
market will be under the influence this week 
of more detailed reports from the fields. 

The advance started. however, after a de- 
cline early in the week-on selling, apparently 
by the Armour interest, and July sold no 
higher than it sold earlier in April on a tem- 
porary rush in the export demand, and closed 
only %-%c higher for week. There was 
an increased confidence in the September 
values on the belief it was at tod. great a 
discount under July, and it gained 1%c. May 
touched de again and closed at 78%c, a gain 
for the week of 1%c. . 


Wheat Stocks Decreasing. 

Statistics for the week were moderately 
bullish, liberal decreases in stocks in the 
northwest, country elevator supplies down 
to the lowest point in years, and the export 
demand, which has come by fits and starts, 
has shown some improvemant, mainly in the 
demand for spring wheat at Duluth. Liv- 
erpool stocks are light, that market strong, 
and the crop, outlook in Germany and France 
still seems to be below the average. 

The Armour interest still seems committed 
to bull operations in May and July, al- 
though apparently taking profits occasional- 
ly on buiges, just as it has supported the 
market on breaks. 

It has seemed to have May for sale recent- 
ly, but it has taken care of the May deliver- 
ies, and.the May price closed at the top of 
the recent advance and 7c above the low 
point of March. It has arranged to move 
out the contract stocks and made purchases 
‘of No. i northern, but no headway was made 
in reducing the stocks last week, because 
of the liberal contributions from private el- 
evators. 

A marked increase in country sales of cash 
corn to arrive here was the main influence 
in the corn market. With some scattered 
liquidation in May, it caused a decline of 1%c 
in that delivery and of %c in the deferred 
futures. But on the break a good shipping 
| demand for No. 2 corn developed, ithe cold 
weather encouraged some bul ‘effort in July, 
and the week closed with part of the loss

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DEPRESSING NATURE. 


Wall Street During Week Refuses to 


Sabmit to Logical Effect of Current 
Influences—Range Is Moderate, but 
Not in Direction All Signa Point — 
Rallway Situation a Peenliar One 
in Several Important Respects 
Increased Net Earnings of Roads.

NEW YORK, May 3.—({Special.]—The 


week's price movement was inconsiderable, 


The week 
opened with the decision of the New York 
Court of Appeals affirming the eonstitution- 
ality of the law of taxing public utility fran- 
chises as real estate. 

Later on there were reports of crop damage 
by frosts and a shipment of $1,800,000 in 
gold, including the first shipment in many 
months to Europe.

The net 
result was that averaging a dozen leading 
industrials left off at 63.84 on Friday. an 
advance of 06 from their opening on Mon- 
day. Twenty leading railwaye advanced .18, 
to 109.56. 

That the movement was smaller than the 
news might have justified is apparent. It 
would seem the encouraging refusal to fall. 
upon such news discloses a new speculative 

Among. the intrinsic reasons tor d better 
feeling was the marked change in the char - 
acter of the reports of railway earnings for 
the month of March. Forty-nine roads that 
report in the Wall Street Journal increase 
their net earnings $4,048. 239. 

The increase for nine months, including 
March, was only $3,615,888. In other words. 
there was a decrease in net earnings for eight 
months owing to the increase of expenses in 
operation surpassing the increased revenue 
from the unprecedented traffic. The growth 
of gross earnings is still proceeding. For 
successive weeks in April the increases in 
gross earnings were 14. 15, and 13 per cent. 
or — double the increases either in 1901 
or 

The increases upon increases in earnings 
upon which values test have been followed by 
decline upon decline in dqbotations. There. 
has been an average decline of nearly 80 
points, say tenfold. The recognition of the 
change in recent weeks in the prospects of 
railways is a disturbance in the money mar- 
ket, and the excess of securities upon it are, 
or rather were, an excellent reason for the 
decline. But money ie now easy, and should 
be easter in fact, and the supply of securities 
is checked amd it will decrease. But the state 
of mind produced by those considerations are 
persisted in, with the result that speaking of 
the conditions of Saturday the prices do not 
correspond in values upon any of the old 
standards of values.

The Statist indulges in some pessimistic 
remarks upon the outiook in Wall street, 
saying that in all reasonable probability 
there will be no recovery of prices for some 
time yet, and everybody is looking for a 
great stringency in the autumn. Nobody 
knows whether extensive preparations will 
be made to cope with the difficulty when it 
arises, the circumstances being such it is 
improbable that any great activity will take 
place with the fear of a great stringency be- 
fore the eyes of the operators in the course 
of some months. It is quite true that in the 
interval much may happen.

OLD CHURCH HAS JUBILEE, 


GREAT CROWD HEARS SERVICES 


IN ST. MARY’S. 


Celebration of the Seventieth Birthday 
of the Parish Is Participated In by 
Many Priests, and Father Dorney 
Sounds a Note of Warning, Saying 
That This Is a Crucial Year for Chi- 


cago—City’s Religious Growth Re- 
viewed. 


Organised seventy years ago, when Chi- 
cago. was a settlement on the border of the 
wilderness, St. Mary's church, the oldest 
Roman Catholic organization in the city, 
yesterday celebrated its jubilee. 

Before Archbishop Quigley and priests as- 
sembied from all parts of the city and state 
Fa ther M. J, Dorney, who preached the ser- 
mon, made the anniversary the occasion to 
sound a note of warning. 

This is a crucial year for the city of Chi- 
cago,”’ he said. “Things which have hap- 
pened in the last few weeks give us an indi- 


cation of what may follow, but do not let 


all of our power and energy be turned to 
commercialism. Live in the fear of God.“ 

A great crowd filled the elaborately deco- 
rated church, and to his hundreds of listen- 
ers Father Dorney reviewed the wonderful 
growth of Chicago and the part played by 
the church in promoting the city’s advance- 
ment. | 


Chicago a Religious Center. 
When the Rev. Father John St. Cyr was 
sent here from St. Louis he found a wilder- 
ness, but he appreciated the situation and 
predicted a large usefulness for the congr 
gation to which he ministered,” Fath 
Dorney 


said. The father who was sent 


from St. Louis saw in the site of St. Mary’s 
church a center not only for the neighbor- 
hood but a center for this country and the 
new world. . 


“This is now a city of almost all re- 


sources, which has a strength which is rec- 
ognized in Europe and even in Africa. In 
this city mén from other parts of the earth 
have been nursed in the cradle of industry. 
and we have a history for religious growth. 

The first 100 people who asked for a 
priest in Chicago knew that they needed 
some one to teach them.. Seventy years ago 
those 100 le tried to live Christian lives 
in this community, and from their efforts 
800,000 persons are now worshiping in 150 
edifices. Chicago today is second to no city 
in the country religiously, and will become 
the metropolitan city of this country in this 
respect within a short time.“ 

The celebrant of the mass was the Rev. 
J. H. Nawn of St. Mary's church, the deacon 
was the Rev. J. C. Gillan of All Sainte’ 
church, the subdeacon was the Rev. P. C. 
Conway of St. Pius’ church, the master of 
ceremonies the Rev. J. M. Scanlan, and the 
assistant priest the Rev. F. 8. Henneberry 
of Corpus Christi church. The deacons of 
honor were Archbishop Quigley, the Rev. 
Father E. A. Kelly, and the. Rev. J. J. 

History of Old Church. 

St. Mary's church is known as the mother 
church of the archdiocese of Chicago, and 
stands at Wabash avenue and Eldredge 
court. A log cabin owned by Mark Beau- 
bien, Lake and State streets, was the place 
where Father St. Cyr said the first mass, in 
1833, Later he bullt a church from lumber 
brought by boat from St. Joseph; Mh., at 
a cost of $400. The firat church was at 
Madison street and Wabash avenue. 

In 1843, when Chicago arose to the dignity 
of a diocese, St. Mary’s church became the 
cathedral. Bishop Foley purchased the pres- 
ent church site after the fire of 1871, and 
the church continued as the cathedral! until 
the erection of the Holy Name edifice. 


FINDS IN PNEUMONIA 
NEW CAPTAIN OF DEATH. 


City Health Department Ismies a Warn- 
ing for Care in Preventing Infection 
Worst April Since 1872. 


“The new captain of the men of death 
is what the city health department calls 
pneumonia. The weekly bulletin calls at- 
tention to the fact that of the total of 2,628 
death last month 604 were caused by pneu- 
monia, and only 2&3 by consumption. While 
the deaths from consumption have increased 
80.4 per cent in actual numbers over those 
of April, 1902, the deaths from pneumonia 
have increased 41.1 per cent this April over 


last. | 

The bulletin goes on to say that pneu- 
monia is highly infectious, and the same 
care should be exercised against infection 
as is needed in consumption cases. 

Last month was exceptional, also, in the 
prevalence of grave maladies. The bulletin 
says: 

Not since the year following the great 
fire of 1871—when a large proportion of the 
population was huddled together in hastily 
improvised barracks or crowded in quarters 
far beyond their normal capacity, and when 
scores of thousands flocked to the city, bring- 
ing with them all manner of diseases—has 
there been such a. general prevalence of the 
graver maladies. But in April, 1872, the 
736 deaths represented an annual mortality 
rate of 25.20 per 1,009 of the population, 
while the rate of this last April is only 
16,96 per 1,000. 

The difference represents, among other 
things, the greater vital resistance of the 
present generation, as a result of years of 
improving sanitary conditions and environ- 
ments, and much also is due to the improve- 
ment in medical skill and practice which 
has been made during the last thirty years.“

New York, May 3.~{Special:]—A shy; re- 
tiring, but importamt young. man ‘is Alex- 
ander Smith Cochrane of 5 East Forty-fifth 
street of this city and Yonkers, who has jupt 
inherited $14,000,000. He is the president of 
an establishment employing 4,800 men, and 
ts a chose student of sociology. His fortune 
was left him by bis uncle, Warren B. Smith, 
the wealthy carpet manufacturer, Whose will 
was filed last Friday. 

Young Cochrane is the enthusiastic head of 
Hollywood inn. which his father built in the 
heart ot Yonkers at à cost of $300,000 and 
endowed with $150,000. In it 1,500 working- 
men find nightly amusement and enjoy all 
privileges of club life. Next to hie business 
this social experiment. is his greatest, fad. 
He spends many evenings there, meeting 
workingmen and studying their conditions. 
It was his father’s hobby and he inherited his 
father’s enttiusiasm for it. 


Modest in Conversation. 
There's nothing to nay about me at all,“ 
was his reply when asked to tell about him- 
self. “I've simply deen in the business. 
Nothing interesting could be written about 


be hard to find. Not until his uncle's will 
was filed at White Plains on Friday was his 
good fortune known. It was believed, how- 
ever, that Warren B. Smith would leave him 
more than any other relative. Mr. Smith, 
who was 35 years old and a bachelor, was a 
chum of his young nephew. The two had 
much in common, and before the uncle's 
sudden death in Tunis March 31 were almost 
constantly together. , ‘ 

The carpet establishment was started fifty 
years ago in a little house in West Farms, by 
Alexander Smith, who was then poor. The 
Kittle West Farms place was burned, and 
the factory was moved to Yonkers, and Alex- 
ander Smith began the foundation of his 
great fortune. His son, Warren B. Smith, 
was left $32,000,000, and his son-in-law, WIIl- 
lam F. Cochrane, who died eighteen months 
ago, was left $10,000,000. oe 


Learned Business in the Mill. 

Alexander Cochrane was called by his kins- 
folk more of a Smith than a Cochrane, and 
was likened to his uncle, who was twice his 
age. As soon as he left Yale he entered his 
uncle’s office. He soon took a fancy to the 
business and, decided to learn it. He left the 
office for the mill and went through one de- 
partment after another and learned the 
routine of each. He learned how to make 
tapestry Brussels and how to weave tapestry 
velvet and Axminsters. Two years ago he 
had worked his way so steadily to the fore 
prea 85 was elected president of the corpora- 
tion. 

The elder Cochrane was one of Yonkers’ 
chief benefactors. He gave more than $200,- 
000 to St. John's church, and he handsomely 
endowed St. John's hospital. but the most 
distinctive of his gifts was Hollywood inn. 
It is one of the principal buildings of Yonkers, 
standing in the heart of the city, at Hudson 
street and Broadway. It was designed for 
the use of workingmen as a clubhouse and 
place of recreation and amusement. Only a 
nominal fee is charged, the annual member- 
ship being $3. For this the members have 
all the benefits. of a great library, plunge 
baths, billfards, pool, bowling alleys, smoking 
rooms, social halls, concerts, and club life. 
At the club nothing but soft drinks are sold. 
Young Cochrane was made president of the 
inn at his father’s death. 

Is Successful in Business. 

Under young Cochrane’s management 
every branch of the carpet business has been 
enlarged. He gets down to work every morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock, and three weeks is the limit 
of his vacations. Much of that time he 
spende at hie 600 acre farm in East View, 
which he bought and stocked. The colonial 
house which stood there has been modernized 
and a cook is always in readiness for his visit. 
He has a splendid stable in Forty-fourth 
street in this city. His favorite recreations 
are riding and driving, and he keeps plenty- 
of horses here and in the country. He is also 
a raqquet player. 

When his uncle dted young Cochrane went 
to Poris to bring the body home. Smith's 
valet had brought the body from Tunis. Mr. 
Cochrane attracts little notice om his almost 
daily drives, or gallops in the park. He never 
frequents conspicuous restaurants, dining 
modestly either at the club or some quiet 
place. He is a member of the Metropolitan 
club, where his uncle had ‘apartments, of 
racquet, riding, and driying clubs, and. one 
or two others. He is one of several brothers. 
A younger brother, J. W. Cochrane, is mar- 
ried and lives in Baltémore. The youngest 
brother, Gifford. ts a student at Yale.

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ROCK MINERS DECLARE THEY 


ARE NOT RECEIVING RAISE. 


Hold Massmeeting at Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
and Threaten Strike if Commission’s 
Award Is Not Carried Out. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 38.—A massmeeting 
of rock miners was held here today to take 
action on the 10 per cent advance decreed by 
the strike commission, which the men claim 
they are not receiving. This class of miners 
are now all members of the United Mine- 
workers’ union, but as they work for in- 
dividual contractors they have not received 
the advance given to the other miners. The 
rock men now say if the advance is not given 
them within the next two weeks they will 
all go on strike. 

F. L. Sommers, chairman of the meeting, 
declared none of them has received the back 
pay decreed for the coal miners, and but few 
of them have received the 10 per cent ad- 
vance. 

The wages of these men range from $2.50 
to $3 a day for eight hours’ work. They re- 
move rock from shafts and tunnels for con- 
tractors, who take contracts from the coal 
companies. There are nearly 1,000 men em- 
ployed at this work in the Wyoming district 
alone.
